An airline employe who was 
allowed to leave the plane on a 
refueling stop at Barranquilla. a 
Colombian seaport, said the hi­ 
jackers were accompanied by 
two women, and a girl about 7 
years old. 


The DC4 operated by Aviana 


Airlines was seized after it left 
Cucuta on the Venezuelan bor­ 
der on a flight to Bogota, the 
Colombian capital.

of their seals and warned the 


passengers to be quiet.”

It’s been an exciting but tiring day and the Apollo 
launching is yet to come. Regirtration, tiavcling time, 
tours were more than we counted on It's 10 p.m. and 
we’re just going to dinner.

Blockhouses are the nerve centers or control areas 
for an entire launching operation. 
The one we toured was the one in which fhioo stro- 
nauts, Grissom, White and ( hatfee were Rilled m Jan .

Most of the sites now are being used to launch un­ 
manned spacecraft. 
Inside Launch Complex 39, control center for Apollo

Secret Agenda 


The agenda of the Pottsgrove School 


Board was Kept secret.this week. 


On Monday. The Mercury contacted 


I)r. Jacob Daney superintendent of the 
district, and asked what the agenda for 
Tuesday’s meeting would include. 


The (jiifstici; was triggered b> specu­ 
lation that the proposed swimming pool 
for the school would be discussed. Many 
residents indicated that if the-pool issue 
was on the agenda, they would attend 
the meeting. 


Rut Dr. Dailey refused to reveal the 


agenda. 


A school board agenda shouldn't be 


a secret. It’s nothing more than a plan of 
action for a meeting. And. the public 
does have a right to know what the 
board members will discuss. 
Far too often officials say that the 


public ignores meetings; that it doesn't 
care. The attitude of keeping an agenda 
a secret would in no wav enhance the 
public’s interest in board affairs. 
Once a school board, or any govern­ 
ing body, closes off an avenue of infor­ 
mation the question “ why?’’ arises. 
Why didn’t Dr. Dailey indicate what 


was on the agenda? He usually is coop­ 
erative with »he press. Was he acting 
under orders? Was it his decision to 
close off public information0 Or did the 
board instruct him to he quiet? 
And, why was it necessary not to 


release the agenda? Did the board feet 
it could push tnrough a $300.000 pool 
without the public knowing about il?

W here the Big Fish Are Mounted 


There is a man who earns 
a 


$2.000.000 a year from big game 
fishing without ever going near 
the water, lie is A1 Pflueger 
Jr., the world’s most affluent 
taxidermist. 
He 
mounts 
the 
monumental fish that men want 
to see hanging from the game- 
room wall. 


A couple ol years ago my 
and I were fishing off Memory 
Hock in the Bahamas, when she 
caught 
a 
sizable 
African 
pompano. We didn’t know what 
it was and he didn't know what 
he was. When someone told us 
it was a rare fish to catch in 
Bahama waters, she asked me 
to send it to A! Pflueger to 
have it, mounted for the patio 
wall. 


A fish requires four to six- 
months to cure and finish, and 
the cost comes to $2.25 an inch. 
Once Kelly almost boated a 17- 
foot lemon shark. I figured the 
cost at about $450, and I began 
to root for the shark to throw 
the hook and get 
away. She 
fought him to a sweaty stand 
still, and lie swam under the 
boat, tossed his head, and cut 
the line on the keel of the boat.

Pflueger's

Fla. 
He' has 
185 
employees. The prize fish are 
dumped 
on 
a 
loading 
dock 
where house flies inspect them. 
From there they go to a freezer. 
When they are as stiff as a 
saloon keeper on his day off. 
they are opened, gutted, and the 
meat of the fish is carved and 
scraped 
out 
until 
there 
is 
nothing left except the skin. 
From the rafters in Pflueger's 
place. 10,000 fish of all kinds 
and 
sizes 
hang 
from 
high 
boards. When the oil has dried 
from the skin, the color of the 
fish has faded too. The workers 
take the fish down, place him 
in 
a 
mold 
common 
to 
his 
species, 
and 
stuff 
him 
with 
saw dust 
The 
fish 
skin 
is 
wrapped 
around him so that he looks 
fairlv natural. If the fish lias 


holes' from 
foul 
hooking 
or 
gaffing, these are plugged with 
plastic until he assumes life-like 
proportions. His tail and fins 
are removed; the sawdust is 
dug 
out 
and 
a 
mixture 
of 
papier-mache and burlap is set 
inside. 
A metal hanger is screwed 
into his back for wall display- 
later, and the fish is painted- 
white. 
It is then sent to the 
fish artists, who study his type, 
and air brush all the scales onto 
his white sides, insert yellow 
eyes, paint him from head to 
tail until he looks better than 
lifelike. 
The largest fish Pflueger ever 
worked on was the head of a 
white shark estimated to weigh 
4,500 pounds. The smallest was 
a two-inch bone fish. Herbert 
Hoover, who was a great bone 
fisherman, 
never 
had 
one 
mounted. Bing Crosby caught 
an 18-pound salmon on a little 
fly rod and had the creature 
mounted. Ted Williams, who is 
mad 
about 
tarpon 
fishing, 
hooked into a 126-pounder and 
sent it to Pflueger. 
Once, when I fished off Oahu, 
we found a dead cow at sea 
and the ocean churned with big 
bull 
dolphin. 
They 
were 
so 
numerous that we used bamboo 
poles and shankless hooks, just 
dropping 
the 
hook 
aft 
and 
horsing the fish in over our 
heads. 
The captain made the mistake 
of coming out of the cabin as 
1 
flipped one over my head. 
He caught it in the kisser. If 
Pflcuger can mount that canary 
yellow and blue dolphin, with 
the boat captain's face behind 
it, I will mail both to him at 
once. 
Knch. believe me. is nothing 
without the oilier ..

Ail Around the Town 


Manuscript Reveals 


Country 5 Beginnings 


By W. EDMUNDS CLAUSSEN 


Area Historian 


There is a manuscript by Peter G: Bertolet 


written in 1860 on deposit with the Historical 
Society of Berks County. 
This is much more than the famny chron­ 
ology of the De Bennevilles, the Deturks ancl 
the Bertolets from eailiest settlement. 
rlliis is 
the story of our own beginnings, poignant at 
times with events and with carefully etchcd 
characters out of the past. 
Other pages are 


filled with genealogy with place names or de­ 
scriptions of the early times. 
In speaking of those first on tiie scene, ber- 


toJet puts the label of refugee on them. 
They 


were indeed fleeing Huguenots, Germans from 
the Palatinate, English Quakers fresh from New­ 
gate prison. 
“ These refugees.” Peter Bertoiet wroie, 
re­ 


treated at once deeper into the bosom of the 
wilderness than they would probably have done 
had thev not been so madly driven by the 
scourge of persecution, and would undoubtedly 
have preferred locating nearer the Atlantic 
shores where they might have availed them­ 
selves more of the comforts of civilization, with 
greater convenience. 
But the so-called Christian civilized com- 


munitv of that day had become more intolerant 
and repugnant than the company of the heathen 
savage, from whom they had less to fear.” 
The wonderous lore of an exploration party 


— probablv Swedes — is disclosed in this long- 
forgotten 
tale 
of ghosts 
near 
where 
Oley 


Churches now stand. 
The situation is thought to have nccured 


about the middle of the 17th century, when 
Swedes ran into a parly of hostile Indians pa- 
troling the Manatawny Valley. 
A bloody fight 


still spoken of during Peter Bertilet’s boyhood 
took place. 
Flitting ghosts roamed the Oley 


hillsides: “ . . . we were told that ghosts would 
at times become visible, and not unseldom so 
conspicuous in the dusky moonlight as to alarm 
not only the credulous people while passing 
along this place, but even fractious horses would 
take fright and run away. 
Dr. George de Benneville was born July 26, 


1700, and came to tins country about 1741. 
He 


married Esther, the daughter of Jean Bertolet 
of Oley. She was born 1720 asd was four when 
brought with her family to America. 
Her father prevailed on the doctor to ac­ 
company them to the Oiev hills, where he spent 
some time in teaching school, preaching an 1 
making visits among Indians who soon became 
very fond of him. 
While he was teaching, sev­ 
eral of the red men sent their children to his 
school. 
He and Esther Bertolet were married in 


1745. They became the parents of two cons and 
five daughters. 
During the Revolution, their 


eldest son, Daniel served as surgeon in the regi­ 
ments. 
The female portion of the pioneei house­ 
holds, Peter Bertolet recalled, were given easiei 
tasks than felling the frees, the mailing of nails 
or the clearing of lands. ■ To them fell such 
duties as guarding the grazing herds from hun­ 
gry wolves that prowled about the clearings. 
Esther De Turk, only daughter of Isaac Do 


Turk, was one whose youthful lot it fell to tend 
the animals.” . . . the hungry wolves would howl 
around her, and comingle their fierce howling 
with her sweet song; and one she-woK had the 
audacity one day to bound in the midst of her 
flock, and seized a sheep, in her very face, 
throwing it upon her back and bounded away 
with her prize in spite of all the remonstrance of 
the young fair.shepherdess and the eonstrnation 
of the rest of the flock. 
‘‘She told us that she remembered well the 


time when there were no heavy timber in Oley, 
except along the border of the creeks and that 
portion ol the valley in the direction where the 
Oley Furnace was subsequently built, which lays 
somewhat low and wet and consequently inac­ 
cessible to fire. 
“ All the middle and lower part of the valley 


was nothing but one vast expanse of scrubby 
oaks; over which the d^er would be seen to leap 
from afar. This section was annually run over 
with fire bv the Indians for hunting. Said she, 
‘more than once 1 have seen these lands on fire, 
presenting a fearful and terrible sight. It was 
awful to behold the blazing element spurred on 
by the winds devouring the scattered autumnal 
leaves, seething everything in its wild career. 
The deer would emerge from his hiding places 
and fly for other places of safety.’ ” 
Esther De Turk married the blacksmith, 


Abraham Bertolet, who built her a new stone 
house on her father’s land directly over a “ beau­ 
tiful and time honored fountain.” The land had 
cost her lather II pounds, Pennsylvania cur­ 
rency. Esther outlived her husband, yet sold her 
property long before her own death to her son. 
Daniel, for more than a 81,000. And tiiat was 
considerably below its true market value. 
The great snow was one never forgotten, 


never repeated during iuturc recorded historv. 
In the Oley Valley this fell to a depth of four 
feet, remaining all winter. 
Peter Bertolet could give no exact date, but 


believed from the old tales that it might have 
occurred in 1740. Finally if froze, and the earth 
became packed with a hard crust over which 
the settlers were able lo run sleds and vo com­ 
municate. 
But it had not been easy at first. “ The snow 


had drifted, especially along the Oley hills, leav­ 
ing some spots on the brow bare. These spots 
attracted herds of drrr to feed upon the open 
land " 
The Indians were suffering, and noi many 


while families fared better, but those who could, 
took care of the Indians in the best wav thev 
were able. 
The wet snow was extremely heavy, pinning 


great overhanging limbs to the ground. Into one 
such snow -hut deer sought shelter. One of the 
settlers saw them enter, and when empty stom­ 
achs made the deed necessary, he slaughtered 
the animals as though in a trap. He carried meat 
to his starving neighbors and took deer on his 
back to feed the hungry Indian villages.

Looks Like a Big Tax Year 
Näh (W

No matter how you look at 
it, the year 1969 unquestionably 
is destined to go down as the 
“ year of the great tax grab” 
insofar as the Keystone State’s 
b e n e v o l e n t taxpayers are 
concerned. 
If lawmakers go through with 
the near half-billion-dollar tax 
increase as now "projected by 
both 
his 
Excellency 
and 
legislative leaders, this in itself 
will 
more 
than 
adequately 
establish 19(>9 as the big tax 
year — but even this may not 
be the end of the tax road for 
those the Governor insists are 
flailing at the door impatiently 
to make their contributions to 
underwrite 
His 
Excellency’s 
projected 
“ Commonwealth 
of 
Excellence.” 
A determined move now is 
underway on the part of some 
administration 
stalwarts 
to 


pound through the Legislature 
an additional tax increase of 
some $(>7 million. This is to be 
paid 
by 
Pennsylvania’s 
five 
million vehicle owners via in­ 
creased 
license 
registration 
fees. 
For Pennsylvania’s “ on the 
street" 
motorists 
this 
would 
mean a doubling of the license 
fees 
for 
some 
4.7 
million 
Keystone State car owners — 
from $19 to $20 a year, or 
around $48 million-, while the 
n e a r 
quarter-million 
com­ 
mercial vehicle owners would 
underwrite a 
$19 
million in­ 
crease. 
Interestingly, 
proponents 
of 
the increase insist it should be 
finalized no later than Dec. 1 
if the new fee schedule is to 
become effective next year — 
interesting from the standpoint 
that if the legislation moves 
through the mill and to His 


Excellency by that “ deadline” 
it will do so notwithstanding the 
Thanksgiving recess upcoming 
week after next. 
In other words, what couldn't 
be accomplished during the past 
two years is now to be ac­ 
complished in two weeks. 
Of course, proponents insist 
the license fee increase is only 
a “ user” tax — not a general 
increase for all taxpayers. This, 
of course, is quite true — but 
the “ users” in this case, five 
million of 'em. represent more 
than one-third 
of the 
entire 
population of the state who in 
addition to paying their "user” 
tax will also be paying their 
routine share of the half-billion- 
dollar general tax increase. 
Expressed another way, for 
more 
than 
a 
third 
of 
the 
Keystone State’s populace, it 
will 
be a 
'double 
taxation” 
impost. 


Rut one of the more intriguing 
aspects of the license fee in­ 
crease offered by backers is 
that the 
state’s 
roadbuilding 
program now is beginning to 
feel the pinch caused by failure 
of the Legislature so far to 
e n a c t 
the 
increased 
fee 
schedule, supposedly resulting 
in 
the 
State 
Department 
of 
Highways delaying payments to 
contractors. 
If this is actually the case, 
then a full-blooded legislative 
investigation 
into the 
modus 
operandi of the Department of 
Highways is more than in order 
- for either over-spending on 
the basis of present revenues 
or extended spending on the 
“ assumption” the fee increase 
requested by the department 
would be enacted. 
These “ pressing needs” by 
the department are being used 


by backers of the license in­ 
crease legislation as at least 
part of the argument for speed 
now in enacting the fee increase 
legislation. 
The inescapable fact is that 
if 
these 
reports 
of 
delayed 
contractor payments are true, 
thus 
forcing 
contractors 
to 
borrow on their own and of 
course 
absorb 
additional 
in­ 
terest costs through no fault of 
their own, then it's past time 
for a legislative look-see into 
just how this department 
is 
functioning in this area at least. 
Glib bureaucratic alibis are 
a dime a dozen in any con­ 
troversial area. The Legislature 
seemingly would do well to look 
into this case in depth, under 
the circumstances, before trying 
to ram down taxpayer throats 
in two weeks what they couldn't 
do in two years.

Contest with Soviets 
Sn Space Continues

NEW YORK — A day or two 
after Sputnik I was inserted in 
orbit — it is still up there, in­ 
cidentally — Secretary of State 
John Foster Dulles asked Bill 
Hearst why his papers were 
making such a fuss over “ a 
piece of iron in the sky.” 
That piece of iron has cost 
us a few bucks since that day 
in October, 1957. Let’s say a 
hundred billion, give or take a 
few billions. 
Its presence in orbit opened 
an 
era 
that has 
profoundly 
affected this and other nations 
and their peoples. It was the 
opening shot in a continuing and 
extremely costly contest bet­ 
ween the United States and the 
Soviet 
Union. 
That 
contest 
continues today at 11:22 a.m., 
when 
one of those fantastic 
Saturn 
5 
rockets 
sends 
the 
Apollo 12 astronauts on their 
voyage to the moon. 
There were months and even 
years of troubled soul searching 
throughout this country as the 
Russians proved over and over 
again they had left us dismally 
behind in that race. 
Luck had played a role in 
their ability to launch heavy 
payloads into orbit and space. 
Their boosters were bigger than 
ours, because 
their 
hydrogen 
bomb warheads were heavy and 
relatively primitive compared 
to 
our 
own 
— 
which 
are 
a w e s o m e 
m a r v e l s 
of 
miniaturization, considering the 
explosive power with which they 
are endowed. Ours did not need 
huge rockets to send them from 
this country to Soviet targets 
the Pentagon had earmarked 
for annihilation in case of the 
ultimate war between the two 
powers. 
As the space age opened, the 
Soviets 
had 
an 
arsenal 
of 
rockets ready to go to work 
lifting payloads far heavier than 
the U.S. Thor. Vanguard and 
Bedstone intermediaries could. 
The next generation of rockets 
■ the Atlas and Titan I — were 
still far short of employment. 
So we doodled and perspired 
while 
the 
Russians 
followed 
Sputnik I with Sputnik II and 
its passenger, the dog Laika. 
And followed that with impacts 
on the moon, the filming of the 
dark side of that heavenly body 
— never before seen bv man 


— and the most emphatic stroke 
of them all, the sending of Yuri 
Gagarin into orbit. 
There 
were 
other 
Russian 
triumphs, notably the launching 
of two spaceships into orbit 
simultaneously, 
one 
in 
the 
hands of a woman cosmonaut; 
the sending up of a three-man 
ship, highly successful probes 
to Venus, and the first “ walk” 
in space. 
No other nation could have 
challenged or overcome 
that 
breathtaking 
lead except the 
United States. We began to fight 
back in the most humiliating 
way. Because our press is free 
and our TV possessed of 20-20 
vision, the American public and 
the world saw our early efforts 
fall over on their pads or go 
haywire once aloft. When we 
finally got something into orbit, 
it was the size of a cantaloupe. 
(It. too, is still up there in a 
perfect 1.000-mile orbit, by the 
way.) 
Then 
came 
a 
day 
when 
Gemini 6 and Gemini 7. com­ 
manded 
respectively 
by 
a 
couple of pros named Wally 
Schirra 
and 
Frank Borman, 
found each other in the cosmos 
and i ubbed noses. That was the 
day we nad it made. We had 
learned how to rendezvous. Two 
microscopic algae had searched 
for and found each other in 
something a billion times bigger 
than the Pacific. 
The men with the slide rules, 
at Kennedy and Houston, knew 
then — and only then — that 
we'd somehow win that race to 
the moon and back over a foe 
that had won just about every 
other round up until then. 
The flight of Apollo 11 was 
remarkable in a thousand ways, 
technologically and 
from the 
human 
and 
emotional stand­ 
point. But one thing more was 
remarkable. We, who had been 
so far behind, never gloated 
over victory; never dubbed the 
Russians’ noses in the moon’s 
resin. W’re a pretty classy tribe 
when you get right down to it. 
Now the Russians have given 
up on sending men to the moon, 
apparently. 
Their 
top 
space 
p e o p l e 
speak 
of 
“ space 
stations,” and sent three vessels 
and 
seven 
cosmonauts 
up 
recently in the hope — perhaps 
— of assembling one. If that 
was the mission, it failed. 


The Super Handyman 


By AL CARRELL 
Dear Al: 
Since I am an electrician, I 
have occasion fo cut BX cable 
quite often. 
If any of your 
readers has been faced with this 
task, they have no doubt found 
that the rub comes in trying 
to hold the cable, 
A simple holder can be made 
with four fairly good-sized nails 
and a board. Place two of the 
nails about an inch apart at 
one end in a line with the length 
of the board 
Put a section of MX between 
the two nails and bring it down 
at the middle of the board so 
■that the cable is tight against 
the nail closest to the center. 
At a point about six inches from 
the nail, hold the MX in place 
with a finger and bend it back 
up toward the top of the board. 
This pushes the cable into an 
“ S” shape. 
Mark against the cable where 
you are holding it down and 
where you can feel good tension 
about an inch up on the other 
side. Put the other pair of nails 
at these marks. Now, the nails 
will 
hold 
the 
MX 
in 
place 
because of its tension against 
them and allow you to saw 
away.

A heated debate erupted at a

Fault was found with every 
section of the ordinance, which 
fixed penalties for disorderly 
conduct,

ing officers, malicious injury to 
property, littering, trespassing 
and obstructing public roads. 
The 
ordinance 
was 
called 
“ communistic, citified, restric­ 
tive. 
unnecessary, 
unenforce­ 
able, contradictory, stupid and 
late,” among other things. 


BARKING DOGS 
The most controversial pro­ 
vision 
on 
disorderly 
conduct 
prohibited “ the keeping or han­ 
dling of dogs or other animals, 
chickens or fowl or birds under 
such conditions, or lack of con­ 
trol, that by barking, crowing, 
ouacking 
or 
otherwise, 
they 
disturb the peace and quiet of 
the neighborhood. 
One resident wanted to know 
if this meant he couldn’t go coon 
hunting with his dogs which 
bark. 
“ One night I was crossing 
somebody’s property and they 
opened a window and fired a 22 
at me,” he said 
“ Shoot back,” suggested an­ 
other resident. 


It was pointed out this would 
be illegal under the proposed 
restrictions against discharging 
firearms. 
The supervisors said the pro­ 
vision was intended for people 
who keep animals and mistreat 
them, causing them to make 
disturbing noises. 
“ I lake good care of my dogs 
but I can’t keep them from 
barking.” a man said 
“ Under 
this ordinance I'd be in jail 
more than out.” 


ALLOWED TO BARK 


Township Solicitor Terry Wa­ 
terman assured him “ a dog is 
allowed to bark under the con­ 
stitution of the United States. 
He is guaranteed the right to 
free expression.”

The 27-year-old McCarver took 
time from his Memphis, Tenn..
